Few statements coyld have 
gone deeper into the hearts of 
Britons and Americans than 
Prime Minister Churchill's warn- 
mg Tuesday that, “unless. some 
happier event occurs on which 
we have no right to count,” the 
European war in 1944 will pro- 
duce the “greatest sacrifice of 
life by the British and American 
armies,” 

True, the Prime Minister eased 
that a bit by saying the Russian 
forces have inflicted wounds on 
the Nazi war machine “that may 
well prove mortal.” 

It strikes me that the danger 
is two-fold. It lies (1) in the des- 
peration of Hitler and his gang, 
and (2) in the nature of the am- 
phibious operations which the 
western Allies must carry out— 
the most difficult and dangerous 
of their kind ever undertaken. 


FOUL NAZI METHODS 


We néed-only turn to Hitler's | 


Munich beer hall speech of Mon- 
day to get the first part af our 
answer. The Nazi leaders are 
cornered, and they will fight 
with every means available, fair 
and foul. There’s small doubt 
that so far as Hitler is concerned 
he meant it when he declared: 

“The last battle will bring the 
decision. Therefore we must 
continue to wage war with ruth- 
less determination.” 

The best measure of Hitler’s 
desperate determination 





when he went to the extreme of 
threatening to use the headman’s 
axe on Germans who try to sur- 
render, - 

We .still have to account for 
such striking power as may re- 
main in what has been Hitler's 
strofigest weapon—his army. The 
dictator’s speech gives .us the 
key to what probably is the 
greatest military danger we face 
in western Europe. 

“Our enemies will discover,” 
he said, “that it is one thing to 
land against Italians in Sicily 
and a very different thing against 
the Germans on the Channel to 
France or Norway.” 
BEACH-HEAD TESTS 

If Hitler’s war machine stiil 
has formidable power, then our 
greatest sacrifices are going to 
be on the beach-heads, wherever 
amphibious invasons are under- 
taken. 

We know from such bloody 
operations as Dieppe and Salerno 
what these landings can mean. 
We need only add to that knowl- 
edge the reminder that the com- 


ing invasions are on a vast scale | 


and will challenge defences many 
times the strength of previous ex- 
peditions, 

Mr. Churchill's warning must 
be taken to heart, He probably 
expects us at the same time to 
note that the Russian 
have Hitler’s eastern forces in a 
precarious position. Should a 
general debacle hit the retreating 
Nazi line it would, to say the 
least, reduce the risks of the

read, at 11 o'clock tomorrow morning, 
to be precise, a quarter of a century will 
have elapsed since we in this office and 
countless millions throughout the world 
were celebrating what everybody hoped and 
believed was the end of the last of the great 
wars. Never again would humanity be 
called upon to go through another devastat- 
ing ordeal such as that which had held the 
universe in its grip of terror for four years 
and three months, But the armistice nego- 
tiated on that far-off November day was 
destined to provide merely an interlude be- 
tween the conclusion of one phase of a 
period of carnage and the beginning of the 
next, None would have admitted that possi- 
bility at the time. All the peoples of every 
land—Allied, enemy, and neutra]l—were con- 
vinced that statesmanship would be equal 
to any challenge to peace in the future. 
As we attune our minds to the prospect 
of the fifth winter of the costliest and most 
diabolically-brutal war in history it may 
not profit us much to wander down the cor- 
ridor of time and reflect on the years be- | 
tween November, 1918, and September, 1939. 
But in the light of our emotions and our 
hopes of a quarter of a century ago, it may 
not be altogether amiss to recall some of 
the danger signals we so blithely ignored 
in the spurious palmy days of the interreg- | 
num—to note how a world bankrupt in| 
statesmanship drifted hopelessly ‘into this | 
global cataclysm. It is only necessary to 
bring back a few of them to our minds: 
The warnings of the dangers of economic 
nationalism in the ‘20's; the total disregard | 
for the pledged word which permitted the 
imperialistic march of Japan into Manchuria | 
in 1931; the complacency with which the! 
so-called defenders of democracy looked | 
idly.on while Mussolini raped Ethiopia in | 
1935;-the apparent calm with which Ger- | 
many’s supposed conquerors of 1918 con- | 
templated Hitler’s march into the Rhine- | 
land in 1936—these were some of the more | 
blatant “incidents” which mocked the pledge | 
so long associated with the observance of} 
tomorrow's ceremonial, We failed those 
who gave all they possessed, t 
The world nevertheless will have a} 
second chance to do what it ought to have | 
Gone and could have done had it learned | 
the—Jessons- ofthe first -Great- War: And 
the events of recent. days..encourage neg 
belief that the next peace will not be! 
bungled. Even the traditionalists are be- 
ginning to accommodate their brittle men- 
talities to the changed and ever-changing 
scene. Not that the bells of victory will 
ring in the Millennium; much heart-search- | 
ing and adjustments that will go against | 
the grain in some quarters must accori-| 
pany the transition from war to peace. But | 
there is visible on the distant horizon the | 
prospect of a better day. Mankind must 
see to it that the mists of ‘the morning | 
do not remain too long. 


Mr. Meighen And Russia 


. MEIGHEN’S RECENT. “HICKORY 

stick” speech in Vancouver has re- 
ceived a good deal of attention across Car: | 
ada, especially the part of it in which he | 
spoke of the Russians. He is quoted as | 
saying: 

“We owe much to them. That speaks nothing. 
however, for the. system under which unemploy- 
ment was abolished. They stripped all the popu- 
lation of its power to possess anything except 
goods needed from day to day. The robbing of 
the ‘grest incentive’ so reduced the aggregate of 
production that for two years starvation spread 
over Russia.” 

Denying that the Russians can possess 
nothing but the goods required from day to 
day, the Toronto Star quotes their constitu- 
tion, Article 10, as follows: “The right of 
citizens to personal ownership of their in- 
comes from work and of their savings, of 
their dwelling houses and of their sub- 
sidiary household economy, their household 
furniture and utensils and articles of per- 
sonal use and convenience, as well as the 
right of Inheritance of personal property of 
citizens, is protected by law.” - 

As for Mr. Meighen’s reference to “rob- 
bing of the great incentive” of gain, it is 
to be noted that incomes are_not at a dead 
level in the U.'S.S.R. The better workman 
has a chance to earn the better pay and 
gets first choice of vacation and other priv- 
ileges. Production has not been throttled, 
or Russia would not be now having the 
output of war equipment that is making 
possible the stupendous operations of her 
armies al] along the eastern front. 

The Russians, too, have set us hh ex 
ample in self-denial, They denied them 
selves the comforts they might otherwise 
have enjoyed in order that their heavy. in- 
dustries might be developed and their coun- 
try made safe against the attack which 
would otherwise have overwhelmed them. 
Russia since the revolution experienced 
famines, as she did in the days of the Czars.

advance about the bright hopes for the 
success of Canada’s Fifth Victory Loan has 
been more than borne out by actual achieve- 
ment. Before the books for this issue were 
opened on October 18, Canadians had on de- 
posit in the chartered banks—in current 
and savings accounts—nearly $3,600,000,000, 
or three times the amount for which Fi- 
nance Minister Iisley had asked. While a 
great part of this money, of course, must 
necessarily remain on call for use in public 
and private and personal business, officials 
of the National War Finance Committee 
throughout the Dominion were never in 
doubt about the overall nse, But per- 
haps even they are a little astonished that 
incomplete totals already show an increase 
of nearly $40,000,000 over the final official 
record of subscriptions for the ‘Fourth issue 
of last spring—to say nothing of the im- 
portant fact that the number of bord pur- 
chasers reported to last night exceeded by 
340,000 the list at the same stage of 1943's 
earlier campaign. 

As this is written, Canadians have sub- 
scribed $1,337,887,850 to the Fifth Victory 
Loan, compared with $1,309,317,300 to the 
Fourth, the minimum 'total asked for on 
the latter occasion being $1,100,000,000, 
against $1,200,000,000 this time. But in view 
of the fact that a large number of subscrip- 
tions are yet to be reported, the National 
War Finance Committee has decided to 
issue a further supplementary statement 
over the coming week-end. It will not be 
surprising, therefore, if the final figure 
takes the complete response to more than 
$1,400,000,000, As it stands today, however, 
Canada and Canadians are entitled to take 
pride in a financial achievement that will 
cheer the hearts of the men and women in 
uniform overseas. And we now have further 
proof that the people of this country know 
a good investment when they -see one.

The last “Victoria” was a first-class 
battleship of 12,000 tons, with a personnel 
of 60 officers and 600 men, flying the flag 
of Admiral Sir George Tryon, commanding 
the Mediterranean Fleet. On June 22, 1893, 
the squadron being.off Tripoli onthe coast 
of Syria, in two columns, Tryon made a 
signal to invert, the course, the ships turn- 
ing inwards in succession, By a fatal error, 
the psychological cause of which has never 
been explained, he ignored the patent fact 
that the two columns were so near each 
other that the manoeuvre, as ordered, must 
entail the most serious risk, if not certainty, 
of collision. Precisely. this. happened; the 
“Victoria” was split by the “Camperdown” 
and sank fn a few minutes, taking Tryon 
and 358 officers and men with her, 

Despite the historic reason. why the new 
frigate was not named the “Victoria,” how- 
ever, the explanation which Mr. Yarrow 
so aptly gave enabled him td round out his 
remarks with a concise recital of the utili- 
tarian antecedents—also of especial naval 
significance—of Beacon Hill; once a vital 
site of two navigational beacons, These 
were the symbols which kept the mariner 
on a safe course in the neighborhood of 
Brotchie Ledge. And the mast on the hill 
of Victoria’s playground thus will always 
maintain an invisible link with the mast 
of “H.M.C.S. Beaconhill.” 


‘Raid’ 
UR AIRMEN CARRYING THE WAR 
over Germany are reported irked by the 
inadequacies of the word “raid.” They would 
seem to have a pretty strong case, because 
the word just does not have the roar, rum- 
ble and thunder that characterize pulveriza- 
tion attacks on places like Hamburg, Kassel 
and Schweinfurt. Nor does it convey to 
the headline-reading mind a reasonably ac- 
curate sense of the magnitude of such mis- 
sions or of the precise planning, the hard 
work and the great personal valor that are 
involved in them. In short, as they see it, 
it simply is not powerful enough for the 
wartime job it has been called upon to do. 
Yet “raid” has been a rather serviceable 
and versatile word up to now. The diction- 
ary sets it down as meaning “a hostile or 
predatory incursion.” It came to us in its 
military sense from Scotland and probably 
there was much used to describe dne of the 
chief occupations of the Highland clans, In 
domestic life with us the word is a synonym 
for what some operators used to do in the 
stock markets and what law enforcement of- 
ficers will always do when they descend on 
a place “for the purpose of making arrests, 
seizing illicit stores, or the like.” 
Altogether, it would appear to be a use 
ful, well-tried word that should escape ob- 
sofescence for a long time to come, no mat- 
ter what may be invented to do greater 
descriptive justice to the mighty air blows 
of this war. As for any such invention, it 
might well be pointed out to persons who 
may have ideas, that any new word for our 
giant bomber attacks should be short. An 
outstanding virtue of “raid” is its'expressive 
compactness, which is why war correspon- 
dents and headline-writers resort io it so 
much. hi

OLD STORY 
Ov HATES TO mention it again, for 

the subject is old, threadbare and bor- 
ing, but the real danger of inflation is just 
beginning in Canada and, in fact, all over 
America, All our success in holding down 
the cost of living so far has been relatively 
easy. “The job is just beginning. 

This is clear from many signs. Labor 
troubles in Canada are producing a slow 
upward movement in wages. Wages raise 
costs. Costs raise prices; In the: end the 
housewife pays the whole shot, whether she 
knows it or not. The cost-of-living bonus 
itself raises costs which must reach the 
consumer sooner or later, but the larger 
danger is that the wage ceiling may be 
punctured through such events as the. coal 
strike settlement, which is pending at this 
writing. 

CONGRESS FAILS 


THE SITUATION IN the United States— 

if. this is any cold comfort—is worse 
than here. The latest news from Washing- 
ton shows that Congress is simply refusing 
to deal with the inflation problem at all 
and, in the most reckless sort of political 
manoeuvre, ig letting prices take care of 
themselves, 

Early this year ’ President Roosevelt 
asked Congress to stop inflation in the only 
way it can be stopped—by draining off 
purchasing power and thus preventing peo- 
ple bidding against.each other for a short 
supply of goods, The President suggested 
the levying of $16,000,000,000 of new in- 
come taxes to this end. Congress has levied 
no new taxes at all and apparently is unable 
to think of anything better than a sales 
tax, which would aggravate the problem by 
raising the cost of many goods to the pub- 
lic. Meanwhile the cost of living rises, 
wage increases have been granted in some 
Industries, the original wage freeze has be- 
come something of a fiction, labor has be- 
come restive because it sees no insurance

However, al] this does not mean that 
we are ‘spinning towards disaster or any- 
| thing of the sort. It means énly that we 
must redouble our efforts in @anadi. to 
hold the line—if not the original line ex- 
actly then a line a little further back. 
After all, it is a matter of time in the end, 
for the conclusion of the war will begin to 
release anti-inflationary. forces, just as the 
war released the forces of inflation. Once 
civilian industry can start to produce con- 
sumable goods instead of guns the tendency 
will be for prices to fall again. The ques- 
tion is whether the war will end before we 
have allowed wages and prices to raise to 
a dangerous level. 

Tt is a mistake to suppose, however, 
that the whole inflationary danger will dis- 
appear with the war, for the simple reason 
that‘ we shall still face a grave shortage 
of some goods after the war—especially 
foodstuffs which we must ship. to the de- 
vastated countries, even at the cost of going 
a little short ourselves. But in many ‘lines 
of manufactured goods we shall have a 
larger supply to offer the people. Some 
war factories are even beginning now to 
convert their production from war to peace 


the war nears its end, 

Thus our problem which is very grave 
today is not a permanent problem. We 
have to pull our belts in now, keep our 
demand for goods to a minimum, probaply 
buy one more Victory bond at least, and 
pay higher taxes, but we can see the end 
of the Inflationary menace. The question 
is whether we have the sense to hold our 
line: until the end actually arrives,

In almost every state supplies 
of Scotch, domestic whisky and 
Bourbon have been cut to as low 
as 40 per cent of normal. Rum, 
much of it imported from Cuba, 
gins and brandies are fairly plen- 
tiful, and so far shortages of beer 
in some localities have been due 
to transportation difficulties. But 
the trade shudders to think of 
the pending holiday rush and 
what it will do to scanty reserves. 
| Some states have instituted ra- 
| tioning, with the quantities al- 
| lowed generally more than al 
letted Canadian drinkers, whose 
| rations range from 26 to 52 
ounces monthly. Michigan has 
begun card rationing at the rate 
of one quart of whisky a month, 
plus whatever “dividend” the 
} stocks will permit. 

RUM ALTERNATIVE 

In Iowa whisky rations are on 
the basis of a quart every other 
week, with rum and brandy sold 
as available on alternate weeks 
Christmas this season will fail 
| in a “whisky week.” 
| Indiana hasn’t seen domestic 
whisky for weeks; Cuban whisky 
appeared there two weeks ago.

OTTAWA (CP)—Subscriptions | 
to the $1,200,000,000 Fifth Victory | 
Loan which closed last Saturday | 
noW total $1,337,887,950, includ- 
ing reports to National Loan| 
headquarters, making the drive 
the greatest money-borrowing 
campaign in Canadian history. 

The previous record was the 
$1,309,317,300 when the books 
were finally closed in last spring's 
Fourth Victory Loan drive for| 
$1,100,000,000. 

Reports which came in Mon- 
day and Tuesday, said Loan head- 
quarters, provided an additional 
253,431 subscriptions worth $55,- 
260,000, With some units still to 
report their final figures the 
total number of bond purchas- 
ers stands at 2,607,276-—some 340,- 
000 more than at the same stage 
of the fourth loan reporting. 

With today’s figures, the ob 
in sub- 
| scriptions from individuals had 
been exceeded, standing at $538,- 
000,000. 
| “In view of the fact that there 
| is a large number of subscrip- 
| tions yet to be reported, the Na- 
tional War Finance Committee 
plans to issue a further supple- 
mentary announcement over the 
coming week-end,” said head- 
quarters.

Celebration of the 25th anhiver- 
sary of the signing of the Worid 
War I Armistice, which started 
in Victoria last week with the 
sale of poppies on the street and

W Victorians realize ‘that the 
Victoria Golf Club, celebrating 
its 50th anniversary, holds the 
distinction of being one of the 
oldest links on the Pacific coast.

The Oak Bay club has acted as 
host to just about all the gumber 
one golfers in the world, Chat- 
ting to Taylor we asked him for 
his opinion of the finest exhi- 
bition hie had ever witnessed over 
the course. The stocky little pro 
never hesitated a minute in reply- 
ing: “Joyce Wethered’s perform. 
ance in her exhibition match part- 
nered. with Joe Pryke against 
Marjorie (Todd) Finney and my- 
self. In that exhibition Miss 
Wethered displayed the finest 
golf I have ever witnessed in my 
long association with the game.” 


It was only natural that we 
should ask Taylor to give us his 
opinion of the finest golfer he 
had ever watch play over Oak 
Bay, Once again Phil came up 
with his answer in a flash:

Gone is 
the day when the customer could 
make a choice of several types 
of coal 

Hospitals have enough coal 
for. about a month, as long as 
the weather remains mild. The 
Parliament Buildings, too, have 
nothing to worry about for the 
time being, but should the coal 
strike continve such institutions 
|woukl be cold by mid-December. | 

B.C. Mines Department ‘of- 
ficials estimate that since the 
strike started 10 days ago 50,000 
jtons of coal have been lost to 
this province, Average daily out- 
|put of B.C. mines is about. 5.000 
tons. Vancouver Island mines 
produce about 2.000 tons a day, 
which means 20,000 tons have 
been lost since the strike started. 

Mines Minister Carson said he 
is watching the situation closely. 
but his department and the B.C. 
government are powerless to. in- 
terfere, it being a matter for 
Ottawa. 

“It looks pretty tough,” was 
all Mr. Carson could say.

In the Gulf of Genoa a medium- 
sized supply ship was torpedoed 
and sunk off Rapallo, and a large 
lighter torpedoed in the same 
area.

SAVING SEAMEN. 

N COMMON WITH several thousand 
other Victorians, I took a peep the other 

day at one of the lifeboats which are being 

made here for the use of ‘the merchant 

marine. 

But, probably also in common with my 
fellow-sightseers, I was amazed at the num- 
ber and variety of gadgets contained in its 
interior. It was a veritable “multum in 
parvo.” : 

Being of an inquisitive turn of mind, I 
was curious to know what each and every 
article was for. So, as there was neither 
the time nor the opportunity under such 
crowded conditions to find out, I went out 
to the builders, Armstrong Bros., to learn 
at first hand, 


137 GADGETS 

HERE I DISCOVERED that no | less than 
+ 59 kinds of equipment, embracing 137 
pieces go to each trim little craft. The 
boats hold 44 persons, and the equipment 
has been So carefully selected as to include 
every device and equipment which experi- 
ence has proven of possible need. 


Because the enemy has a~ filthy habit 
of machine-gunning helpless survivors of 
torpédoing and bombings at sea, the craft 
is equipped with 24 plugs for repairing 
bullet holes; An additional repair kit in- 
cludes two pieces of sheet lead, a tin of 
white lead, plastic compound, an assort- 
ment of copper nails, galvanized screws 
and nails, a piece of canvas ana six pieces 
of copper planking. 


FOR HUMAN. REPAIRS 

‘OR HUMAN REPAIRS, there is a fully 

equipped first aid kit, as well as a gal- 
lon tin of massage il, to help relieve stif- 
fened and exhausted muscles. And because 
icy spray adds immeasurably to the. suf- 
fering of half-drowned and perhaps 
wounded men, a spray hood and curtains 
to cover at least half the boat is provided. 


The designers have seen to it that occu- 
pants may be spared the dread situation 
of “Water, water everywhere, but not a 
drop to drink.” Five water tanks, each of 
a capacity to supply three quarts per per- 
son, ‘are placed inside. 

And, to safeguard against the precious 
supply being lost should the boat capsize, 
an additional four half-gallon containers 
are hung by lanyards to the outside of 
the boat 


ORANGE AND YELLOW 

RANGE AND YELLOW are said tobe 

the most easily discernible colors 
against the green-grey of the sea. So, to 
facilitate the lifeboat being seen by rescu 
ing ships or planes, there are four buoyant 
orange smoke signals, as well as a yellow 
signal flag, in addition to a tin of six hand 
rockets

(To digress, the British Mission for 
Seamen is also asking its knitters to make 
yellow or orange Balaclava helmets for. 
the use of seamen to facilitate their rescue.) 


For further illumination, there is the 
lantern which will burn for eight hours, 
together with an additional gallon of illum- 
inating oil; also a _three-cell flashlight, 
complete with three extra batteries and 
two extra bulbs, all in a watertight cop- 
tainer. 


MIRACULOUS STORM OIL 
AN SPEAKING OF oil, I was intrigued 
by the one-gallon confainer of storm 
oll, and oil bag. I learned that this seem- 
ingly small quantity of .oil can work 
miracles in calming the waves in a stormy 
sea, and is a big aid in rescue work. 
Should the hapless ones be lucky enough 
to sight land, their-efforts to erect a shel- 
ter will be made much easier, thanks to 
the comprehénsive tool kit. This contains 
a handsaw, claw hammer, putty knife, screw- 
driver, ratchet brace, assorted wood bits,
